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FOREWORD 


The first reunion of the David Beck family was 
held August 26, 1934 in the south side park, Ottumwa, 
Iowa. It was thought by the writer that it would 
be interesting in connection therewith to compile 
the list of descendants. Little was it realized that 
when this was done it would be found that the 
eight children would have 38 grandchildren, 32 
living, that there would be 85’ great-grandchildren, 
78 living, and eight great-great-grandchildren, 220 
descendants in all, 197 living. The number now, 
1939, is still greater. 


-One interesting development of the research was 
the uncovering’ of the names of the parents of 
Grandfather David Beck, and those of the eleven 
brothers and sisters of the family who came to 
America from Germany. Also some of the early 
history of the family was obtained. This informa- 
tion was put into a booklet, ‘David Beck and His 
Descendants” and distributed at the reunion in 1934. 


Since then reunions'have been held each year, 
except 1938, as it was decided to hold them every 
other year. Fremont has been the meeting place 
beginning with the second reunion. So interested 
did the family become in family lore that the writer 
decided to make a trip east in 1937 and visit the 
old home scenes and gather more information. This 
is embodied in the present compilation, together 
with additions to the family data. Various ones 
have been helpful. Mrs. Helen Lee Stoll, Youngs- 
town, Ohio, daughter of a cousin of our parents, has 
been particularly so. Harley Scott has helped keep 
the family data up to date. He has also served well 
as president of our reunions. 


The first booklet was issued complimentary by 
the writer. For this one a charge of 50 cents is 
made to those who have given orders, to help meet 
some of the actual cost. Some in addition to those 
orders are being printed and can be had so long as 
they last by communicating with the writer. The 
price after the subscription edition will be $1.00. A 
rag content paper is used, insuring the life of the 
book far beyond that of ordinary book paper.

PARENTS, BROTHERS AND SISTERS OF 
DAVID BECK — 


_ Part I deals with the early Beck family which 
came to America from Germany, dates differing as 
will be mentioned in Part II which deals with 
David Beck. Part III. has to do with the descend- 
ants of David Beck. 


The date of arrival was either about 1827 or 1835, 
First under Part I will be recorded some interesting 
information published in the 1934 booklet, obtained 
from Mrs. Helen Stoll Lee, 184 LaClede Ave., 
Youngstown, Ohio, then some further comments by 
her obtained during a visit she and her husband 
made to our home in 1937, and then further infor- 
mation obtained by the writer on 4 trip to Ohio and 
Pennsylvania in 1937. Mrs. Stoll was a grand niece 
of our Grandfather David Beck. His cldest sister, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Zieger, had a daughter, Mrs. Wilhel- 
mina Stoll, and she was tke mother of Mrs. Lee. 


From 1934 Booklet. 


Mrs. Lee furnished the following as the members 
of the original family which came to America from 
Wurtemburg, Germany. These are not in order of »

The family name of our great grandmother was 
Treiber, which Mrs. Lee says was always pronounced 
Driver, but when they hunted up her grave last 
summer they also found the grave of her brother 
Gotleib and the spelling was Treiber. Proceeding 
Mrs. Lee says: “I have always heard of this Uncle 
Driver and my mother’s generation dearly loved 
him. He used snuff and he and a single daughter 
Dorothy (his wife being gone, but not buried at the 
little cemetery beside him) would come to my 
mother’s house when she was a little child a couple 
of times during the summer. He would insist on 
the children taking a pinch of snuff too. No won- 
der. the youngsters loved him, Their daughter 
Dorothy married a man named-Greiner very late in 
life and he had another daughter by the name of 
Mrs. Lipp. 


“Our great grandfather Daniel Beck was never 
satisfied In America and returned to Germany when 
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my mother was a baby, and she is 84 now,” (1934). 
since deceased) says Mrs. Lee. “So you see he is 
just a memory.” (That would have been about the 
time Grandfather David came to Iowa). “When 
they came to this country I do not know. I believe 
their children were mostly grown. I know my 
mother’s mother was and I think married.” (Our 
Uncle Will A. Beck says Grandfather’s sister Mrs. 
Zieger was married when they came). “The young- 
est brother Christian went to school in this country. 
Great-Grandmother Beck had a sister here by the 
name of Wilhelmina Whitmyer and she had several. 
children. All but two settled near Pittsburgh. A 
son and daughter stayed in Ohio, a very nice family. 


“Uncle Christ had four boys and five girls. 
The entire family is gone and only one grandson by 
the name of Beck is left of the large family and 
he has a little girl. 


“Christopher was not known by my mother. 


“John died in California. He has a daughter 
living in Canton, Ohio. Some of the family visited 
his grave at Sacramento recently. 


“Andrew, married late in life. His son Will 
Beck is a man in his 60’s and has two sons, both 
single. These two boys with the grandson of Uncle 
Christ’s are the only Becks of the original family 
(except David’s descendants). There are two 
granddaughters and two other grandsons of this 
family but the name is not Beck. 


“David is your grandfather. 


“Hannah raised a large family and one daugh- 
ter still lives, a single woman. 


Elizabeth, my grandmother Zieger, had eight 
children. My mother, Mrs. Stoll, 84, and her brother 
John, 90, survive. The Zieger family was Alex, 
Frank, Sara, Elizabeth, Christ, John, Mary, Wilhel- 
mina, The third generation of Ziegers have some 
sons, but I am the only one of my family and have 
no children. 


“Mrs. Wilhelmina Bonnet has one daughter liv- 
ing from a big family. 


‘The two last named have never lived in our 
neighborhood. The Scotts were in Bristcl Dela- 
ware. The Burkhardts ‘lived in Pittsburgh and 
boys comprise that family.” 


She says that it was always her impression 
that “the children were nearly all grown when the 
family came from Germany, but it might have been 
when they came from Philadelphia.” 


Memoranda from Mrs, Helen Stoll Lee 
Sept. 1-2, 1937. 


The Matthews family from which came Grand- 
mother David Beck lived in the neighborhood of 
Newcastle, near the Pennsylvania-Ohlo line. Aunt 
Jennie Beck-Smith visited some of the family in 
her younger days. The next time she went to Pitts- 
burgh and Loule Matthews, a fine appearing girl, 
went with her to visit the others. Loule was so dif- 
ferent from Jennie, vivaclous, rather daring, a live 
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wire we would call her today. She rode horsge- 
back, never got flustered, was often Jate when 
time to go, and they told of starting off to town 
without her and she running through the orchard to 
catch them. She had a brother Grant. Jennie was 
rather prim, precise, exact, the opposite of frivolous 


and wore a poke bonnet which made her look all. 


the more demure, 


When the original Beck family, Daniel and the 
children, emigrated from Philadelphia, after coming 
from Germany, they were in a covered wagon. They 


reached a high hill on the western extremity of . 


Pennsylvania and looked down on a beautiful and 
fertile valley and the legend is that they looked it 
over and the elder Beck said this is where we want 
to live, we will make our homes in that valley. 
This was in the neighborhood of Petersburg, a Ger- 
man settlement. There is an old cemetery by what 
was then Old Koch church, now gone, where the 
great-grandmother, Rosina Frederika Treiber Beck 
is buried, the stone showing the German inscription, 
age 75. Uncle Treiber is buried there also. An- 
other cemetery is at Petersburg 16 miles south of 
Youngstown, and Old Koch is four miles south of 
that. Some of the family are buried at Petersburg. 


The family was Lutheran and there were 
Lutheran churches in the vicinity where they 
settled. 


Great-grandfather Daniel Beck became home- 
sick for the old country and went back on a trip. 
He died while gone and was buried in Germany. 
The wife and children remained in this country. 


The Becks were fine lcoking people, some of 
them ruddy and fair, nice clean skinned good look- 
ing people. They were rather under medium size 
and weight, some of the women a little plump. One 
of the brothers, John or Gotleib, who went to Cali- 
fornia, went across the plains, and returned by Cape 
Hiorn. Later he went to California to live. He was 
fine looking, almost the appearance of a dandy. 
Hla was very interesting. 


Aunt Mary was rather unique, outspoken, eccen- 
tric, never married. She was younger than Uncle 
Andy, and died in Pittsburgh, but was buried at 
Petersburgh. Aunt Bonnett, they went by their last 
name as aunts, was a wonderful woman, just an 


angel. She was socially inclined, liked to have- 


parties for her children and girls, interested in 
young people. She was one we might say who was 
ahead of her time. Aunt Seiter was interesting too 
and then there was Aunt Scott. 


The family loved the freedom of America, and 
gloried in the opportunity to do! something for 
themselves. They liked the better things. Moving 
as they did in a covered wagon they brought some 


fine things ‘with them from Philadelphia. M*rrs. - 


Lee’s mother had a Chippendale chair that came 
through the family that later was sold for $515. 
There are heirlooms in the family, among them 
some garn¢ct beads, that may have been worn at 
confirmation, at any rate they had some _ history 
that made them prized and they have been passed 
down, — 
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Notes on Visit to Neighborhood in Vicinity of Peters. 
burg, Ohio, in which Daniel Beck and Family Settled 
after coming from Germany via Philadelphia 
Oct. 28, 1937 


Following up the very interesting correspond- 
ence with Mrs. Helen Stoll Lee referred to in the 
Booklet, “David Beck and His Descendants” pub- 
lished in 1934, the early scenes in which the Beck 
family lived after coming to America were visited 
by the writer and wife, guests of Mr. and Mrs. 
Claude Lee, 184 W. LaClede Ave., Youngstown, 
Ohio, Oct. 27-29, 1937. The hospitality of the Lee 
home and their many courtesies added greatly to 
the pleasure of the undertaking to see and learn 
more of the early Beck family and descendants. 
Also some very delightful relatives were met, mak- 
ing one more proud of his ancestry which bequeathed 
so much in personality and character to oncoming 
generations. 


The day chosen for our expedition proved to 
be most inclement. Fitful rain, raw wind, and 
heavily overcast skies contributing to discomfort. 
But -so interesting and varied were the experiences 
of the day that the weather faded into insignificance 
and will be forgotten while recollections of contacts 
and observations will remain. 


The first stop was at the home of a daughter 
of John Zieger, John being a son of Elizabeth, the 
eldest sister of Grandfather David Beck, who 
married Francis Zieger, it is believed before leaving 
Germany. This daughter Althea, the wife of Walter 
Baxter, lived on the old home place which had 
been her father’s. She had made him a pleasant 
home following the death of his wife until his 
death rather recently. The home is one of those fine 
old places of genuine worth that carries in its very 
appearance the evidence that it was buiit and 
inhabited by people of substance and with an appre- 
ciation of what a large place home has in life. 
Inside one found some of those delightful old pieces 
that have been heirlooms in the family and are do- 
ing their part to carry on the tradition. Meeting 
this cousin who was the daughter of a cousin to 
our father one quickly felt at home. She has been 
on a trip to Europe, keeps abreast of the times, 
maintains a well ordered country home, though 
her husband is giving his main attention to other 
than farm affairs, and had things so well in hand 
that on short notice she was ready to join us on 
our trip and add to our store of knowledge. 


The next stop was on the old Daniel Beck home- 
stead, just across the state line in Pennsylvania. 
It was a short distance northeast of Petersburg, 
and not far from the high knvll, which we saw where 
the Beck family stopped with their covered wagon 
on their migration from Philadelphia, looked down 
on the beautiful valley in and near which now lies 
Petersburg, and declared that here is where they 
wanted to live. The home on the old Beck farm now 
occupies the site of the old original log cabin 
reputed to have housed the family. It is back per- 
haps 40 or 60 rods from the highway, which is the 
state line, and the buildings are bullt diagonal, in- 
stead of square with the world, facing the southwest, 
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looking down from an elevation across a pretty little 
vale off toward Petersburg. A very old building 
that stood on a rock foundation, surrounding a 
spring, intrigued us. It was thought that it might 
have been built very early, perhaps while the Becks 
were in their early years on the farm. It was built 


of great heavy timbers stood upright and then - 


weatherboarded on the outside. Neighbors stat<d 
however that the original home was on the site 
where the present large two story home with its 
traditional fireplace stands. We tock pictures in 
the rain and wind. Joe Vinkler occupied the place. 
He and his two sons were very courteous and 
accommodating. The home and barn and other 
buildings all stand on an eminence and would make 
a very effective picture taken from a distance in 
the little valley. It is between this farm and Peters- 
burg where the decision was made to halt the mi- 
gration. The farm still has its patches of wood as 
do so many of these Ohio and Pennsylvania farms. 
Also one sees old rail fences on many of them. As 
a rule the homes are commodious and the barns are 
large and it was no exception on this farm. 


This farm was later owned and became the 
home of. Andrew, or Andy, Beck and his son Wil- 
liam (Willie), The former died in 1894 and the latter 
in 1935, thus removing our cpportunity to get more 
first hand information about this old farm.| 


In Petersburg we called at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. G. Swisher, she being familiarly known as 
Daisy, a daughter of Mary Zieger Miller and there- 
fore a cousin of Mrs. Stoll and Mrs. Baxter who 
were with us, There was another of these interest- 
ing homes with associations and contents reaching 
back into the past. They were delightful pecple, not 
now so active in business as they once were, but 
keenly alive to what is going on about them and 
especially interested in their church, they being 
Methodists. By the way the old family which was 
Lutheran seems to have gone verious ways relig- 
iously. Virtually all have some church affiliations. 
The Lees are Presbyterians. 


After we had returned to the Lee home it was 
recalled that we had overlooked seeing the pictures 
of Great-grandfather and Grandmother Daniel Beck 
which the Swishers possessed and which @re said 
to be of such size and quality as to give a good im- 
pression of cur forebears. 


Recollections of Great-Grandmother 
Daniel Beck 


Some interesting recollections cf our Great- 
Grandmother Rosina Frederika Beck were related 
by Mrs. Lee. She died in 1860 before Mrs. Lee was 
born, but she. gathered these reminiscences from 
her mother, grandmother and other members of the 
family. 


| After our Great-Grandfather Daniel Beck had 

returned to Germany because of his desire to see the 
old home folks, and had died there, his widow was 
given a home by the Seiters who built a large home 
and made one of the rooms especially for her. She 
would come to visit the Ziegers, sitting for hours 


doing fine needlework in which she seemed to take © 


much plcasure, and it also filled her time. 
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The older family is reputed to, have brought 
with them from Germany many of the folk tales 
and superstitions. Mrs. Lee had an impression that 
the Great-Grandfather had been “keeper of the 
wald” or German forest, and that generations before 
him may have been associated with such occupa- 
tion. The traditions are that Great-Grandmother 
had many wierd stories she would tell, particularly 
ghost stories. One was about an old man that 
would come to the home of some of the family, 
quietly and almost unobserved take his seat by the 
fireplace, where he would be left as the family re- 
tired and where he would sit brooding and musing 
through the night, leaving as mysteriously as he 
came as daylight approached.

The Zieger family, most of them, continued to 
make their homes in the Petersburg vicinity. They 
being the oldest branch of the Beck family, and 
Francis Zieger having some of the French influ- 
ence, coming from one of the border provinces, they 
had more of the old world manner of living than 
did some others. The Ziegers became whit was ccn- 
sidered a much better than the average well to 
do family, accumulating a good estate. However 
losses were suffered by unprofitable ventures by 
some. Alex engaged in live stock buying and 
selling. Christian who did not marry perhaps did 
not have the incentive to accumulation he might 
otherwise have had and did not acquire much prop- 
erty. Jchn had a good farm and home, still occu- 
pied by the daughter, Althea Baxter. He attained 
high standing in the community. 


John and Chris both visited in Iowa with 
Grandfather David Beck’s family. Believe it was 
while grandfather lived at Kirkville that they 
visited there, Later a son Horace of John’s visited, 
particularly with the Gholsons. Aunt Jennie seem- 
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| 
ed to keep in touch with the Ziegers, and particularly | 
Chris, and can recall her often speaking of them, 
as she made her home at our house for some years 
when not out on her Missionary Society work or 
otherwise. occupied. 


Andy Beck, a brother of grandfather, also 
visited in Iowa. He did not marry until rather late 
in life. Aune Jennie returned with him and kept 
house for him for several months. On her first 
visit Mrs, Lee says she was a girl who had recently 
taught her first term of school at the age of 16. 
Later she visited there as a young lady, and then 
after she was old enough that her hair was graying. 


“THE OLD CEMETERIES. 


An evidence of the distinctly German flavor of 
this community in which the Becks settled is to be 
seen at the Old Koch cemetery where our Great- 
Grandmother Daniel Beck and her brother Gott- 
fried Treiber are buried. {t lies southwest of 
Petersburg three or four miles on a high hill where 
once stood Koch church, Lutheran. Virtually 
every stone in the cemetery is of the old type in 
vogue during the fore part of the last century. 
And almost all have the inscriptions in German, 
using however our English lettering instead of the 
German characters. The inscriptions on our family 
stones are given elsewhere. Had it been a better 
day we would have tried to copy the verses. The 
cemetery was in very good order for one so old. 


Going to the Petersburg cemetery lying just 
north of the town, we were in the midst of Beck 
resting places soon after entering. This cemetery 
has many modern as well is the older stones, the 


. modern predominating. Data from those marking 


the Beck relatives is given elsewhere. Here one 
again felt a reverence for those who had gone be- 
fore. All had lived and died, gone through life’s 
struggles with their victories and defeats, and then 
come to the common home for the earthly remains 
of us all where those yet living can pay their re- 
spects and honor them for the upright lives they 
lived. .

Other Notes. 


While in Petersburg-we called at the home of 
—_—_—_—___——Lipp A daughter of Uncle Gottfried 
Treiber, named Elizabeth, married Phillip Lipp. 
They were the parents of two daughters and six 
sons, and this was one of the sons. They were un- 
able to recall much of the early history that re- 
lated to our branch of the family. 


A little of the early history of Petersburg was 
picked up. It seems that it took its name from 
Peter Musser who settled there in a very early day. 


The father of Claude Lee with whom we visited 
in Youngstown was in charge of an academy for 
many years, believe it was at Petersburg, though 
might be mistaken in this. It was attended by 
William McKinley when a boy. Canton is over in 
the next county from Petersburg, Canton being the 
McKinley home and where he is buried. The elder 
Lee lived to be more than 90 years old. 


While visiting Uncle Gid McFall at Gary he 
recalled Grandfather Beck and our step-grandmother 
who lived near old Concert church near Fremont, Ia. 
Grandfather he said was quiet and _ reserved. 
Grandmother was ordinarily so, but in times of re- 
vival meetings became a “shouting Methodist’’, the 
most demonstrative one he ever saw. She would 
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rise to her feet, raise her hands and shout with 
great fervor. 


This description is a new addition to the im- 
pressions I have had of her. I have had a feeling 
that she was not nearly so reHgiously inclined as 
was grandfather, and was of a rather undemonstra- 
tive nature. She always seemed to act friendly 
toward us grandchildren, but not with any great 
show of special interest or affection. 


Roy Scott recalls that when he was a little 
fellow, after his mother died, he was taken to. 
Grandfather and Grandmother Beck’s home and she 
was very kind and golicitous about him, gave him 
cookies and tried to make the time pleasant for him.

DAVID BECK 


David Beck was born at Stettin, Wurtemberg, 
Germany, July 19, 1810. His boyhood and family 
name was David Johannes Bek, modified when he 
emigrated to Pennsylvania to David Beck. The 
date of arrival is somewhat disputed. His obituary 
written by his daughter Jennie says: “In his 25th 
year he emigrated to America.” That would be in 
1835. Will A. Beck, the youngest son, while living,. 
wrote: “He came to America at the age of 17 in 
1827, this I am sure of, as he wanted to avoid three 
years of military training, 18 to 21, in a country 
he did not intend to live in.” My father George W. 


‘always mentioned his coming when about 25, that 


he had been a miller in Germany, but also related 
the incident of his coming before being called for 
military training and hiding on the ship until out 
of port, which would give support to the date 
furnished by Will. The record is not clear as to- 
where they first lived in Pennsylvania. Descend- 
ants of his sister, Mrs.Zieger, speak of them first 
living at Philadelphia. The older members of 
David’s family always spoke of the home in Penn- 
slyvania as being in the western part before they 
moved to Ohio, and the published obituary of the’ 
son David speaks of his having been born in 
Mercer county, Penn., which is the third south of 
Lak2 Erie, second morth of Pittsburgh, western 
tier. The son Will says he worked in a mill for 
$8.00 a month cn arrival in America. 


He married Mary Magdelene Matthews, born 
Oct. 23, 1816, in Pennsylvania, Nov. 1836, moved 
to Hocking county, Ohio, in 1839, and by wagon to 
M3ihaska county, Iowa, in 1851, the wife and mother 
taking sick with malaria and dying at Oskalocsa 
Oct. 1, 1851, according to data from a loose sheet 
in an old family Bible, Oct. 5, according to a data 
sheet written by some one for Mary Beck, his 
second wife. This was before they located on a 
farm, their intention having been to go farther 
west in the state. He and some of the other chil- 
dren were sick at the time, the son George being 
about the only one not sick, as Anna Ireland re- 
members her mother, the eldest child relating it. 
Husband and son went in the rain to the burial, 
the grave not being marked and its location having 
been lost. Friends assisted in the care of the 
family of seven children aged 13 years to one and 
a half years, during the following winter. 


In 1852 he located on the farm in Cedar town- 
ship, near Concert church, northwest of what is 
now Fremont, and made the brick for the home he 
built which is still standing. He married Mary 
Jones, Sept. 21, 1854, One son was born to them. 
the names of all the children and data concerning 
them appearing elsewhere. In 1864 he moved to 
a farm southeast of Fremont, just east of what was 
later known as the Robert Scott home near No. 6 
schcol. In 1865 he moved to the Cedar Creek farm 
in Wapello county, later becoming the George W. 
Beck farm and still owned by his sons. In 1875 
he moved to Kirkville and in 1883 to Scandia, 
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Kansas, in Republic county, where he died Jan. 20, 
1887, aged 76 years, 6 months, 1 day. His second 
wife died May 1, 1898. Both are buried at Belle- 
ville, Kan., where a nice monument bears the in- 
scription, Rev. David Beck. He was a local preacher 
in the Methodist church. He was a Lutheran in 
Germany, but on arrival in this country attended a 
Methodist class meeting and though he could not 
speak Emglish he offered testimony by pointing 
upward. 


After his death his daughter Jennie whote this 
about him: “With a strong physical, constitution, a 
well stored and cultivated mind, a vigorous intel- 
lect, and unusual grasp and penetration of thought, 
and all these fortificid by a deep tenderness and 
religious experience, his word was with power, and 
with his knowledge of the Scriptures and deep 
insight into divine things, which seemed almost 
intuitive, he preached with great acceptability and 
success. In his prayers he often seemed to take 
hold of things invisible, and at times of special 
inspiration to stand face to face with God. 


“He was a man of God, faithful in all the rela- 
tions of life,—‘‘not slothful in business, fervent in 
spirit serving the Lord.” As husband and father, 
citizen, class leader, Sunday school superintendent, 
preacher, friend, he was loyal and true. The fam- 
ily altar, the reading of the Word, the provision 
of religious literature for the family, faithful attend- 
ance on all the means of grace, both public and 
private, a holy walk and conversation, were fixed 


habits of his life. He was a man of broad and. 


aggressive thought, and watched with interest the 
affairs of nations, discerning the hand of God in 
every movement that advanced the cause of truth 
and righteousness.” 


NATURALIZATION PAPERS 


David Beck became a_ naturalized American 
citizen March 18, 1851, at McArthrur, Vinton county, 
Ohio, shortly before coming to Iowa. He foreswore 
allegiance to the Grand Duke of Wirtemberg. The 
certificate recites that he had been a resident of 
the U. S. at least five years, that he had declared 
his intention to become a citizen at least two years 
before, and ‘had been a resident of Ohio at least 
one year and had conducted himself in a satisfac- 
tory way, whereupon the oath of allegiance was ad- 
ministered, the certificate granted and he declared 
to be a citizen cf the United States. 


LETTER WRITTEN IN AUGUST 1862 BY 
DAVID BECK. 


Following are extracts from a letter written by 
David Beck ta his brother Gotleib (John) and sis- 
ter, Wilhelmina (Mrs. Bonnet) and in possession of 
his son Will A. Beck, whose granddaughter, Leota 
Benjamin, has translated it. The original in Ger- 
man is rather faded and now in possession of 
Harley Scott. The letter begins ‘Gods Blessing 
and Peace to You All’. He begins that the last 
writing he had from them made him very happy, 


and added that it was his wish that he might be - 


able to visit them soon, but when, he did not know 
for sure. Then he proceeds as follows. Words in 
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parentheses are explanatory, or where the trans- 


lation is difficult from being faded or from expres- © 


sions used. 


My second son Ludwig (Lewis) in the early 
part of the year (spring) has gone with our neigh- 
bors to Oregon, and we fear that they were killed 
by the Indians. For over four (weeks or months) 
we haven’t heard anything of them. I gave him 40 
acres of land and he bought 40 acres more He 
stayed all the winter with our neighbor, Franz 


Rigel, and ‘the first of March they started for Ore- | 


gon. I didn’t lay anything in his way, did not 
say he should go or not go, to do as he wished and 
thought best, (In my own mind I am glad, and I 
feel thankful) that he got to do as he felt he must 
and wanted to do. 


My oldest son lives but one mile from us, and 
I gave him 50 acres and built him a house. Sarah 
lives ten miles from us and she came up to see 
me yesterday. She has one boy 18 months old. She 
sends you all greetings. Mary (Jennie) is teaching 
school, (one) mile away. Every Friday night we 
bring her home. She sends best regards. also. 
Louise and Lida are going to school. 


And George, my youngest son, worked for me 
this last year. You must overlook if I make mis- 
takes. I wrote of George as my youngest son, but 
I shculd have written to you before and told you 
that I have a son of my second wife. Her first 
born, William Alexander, who is 16 months old. 
He is a sturdy and robust child. 


Now I am going to write you something about 
our farms. We have some of the best land that I 
have ever seen. The soil is from three to four 
feet deep. Oats make from 50 to 60 bushels to the 
acre. Corn brings 75 to 85 bushels to the acre, 
wheat makes 15 to 25 bushels to the acre, some- 
times up to 40 bu. My land is not hilly, just slight- 
ly rolling, I have 2,000 bushels of corn on hand 
(Prices are given as 22c for oats, 15c for corn.) 


_ We have fine air here and all enjoy good health. 
Have no tree stumps or roots to dig out. The cattle 
get nothing but salt and prairie grass, getting fat 
on it. The winters are cold. Have no rain from 
November to March, with occasional snow. Any- 
one that has money and can build can make his 


life very comfortable. Fruit prices are not’ s0° 


high as where you live. 


We are all well and send kindest greetings to 
you all, and hope to hear from you soon. As ever, 


David Beck. 


_ Another létter in the original German written 
from the old home near Petersburg is also in 
existence, also in possession of Harley Scott. 
Henry Whitmyer wanted to know whether some 
one could be found to whom he could loan $1000 
at ten per cent, on a good mortgage, and at ““‘your 
lookout because you know the people there.” He 
said that some good sheep could be had at $7.70 
each. Uncle Treiber was there as Elizabeth 
Zieger finished the letter and she said he sent his 
regards. ‘This letter was dated March 10, 1864,

Obtained Oct. 30, 1937 at Logan, Now County Seat. 
By J. M, BECK 


Seeking the old Ohio home site dusty records 
were inspected. No transfers were found at the 
time Grandfather David Beck located there in 1839. 
The first recorded transfer to David Beck was 40 
acres on June 3, 1847, recorded in 1849, from Jas. 
S. Bell. The next was 40 acres from Jno. G. Beck, 
St. Louis county, Mo., to David Beck on Sept. 24, 
1850. No family connection is now traceable. The 
two forties adjoined in Section 27 Twp. 11, R. 18. 
No record of their sale and transfer by David Beck 
was found. 


What is believed to have been the home site 
was a 120 acre tract in Section 34. But transfers 
were not recorded until about the time the family 
moved to Iowa, which was in 1851, perhaps after 
they had arrived in Iowa to clear the way for 
making deed to the property. On July 11, 1851, 
Jacob Shook of Davis county, Iowa, conveyed to 
David Beck for $150 the E% SW% and NW% SWy, 
instrument acknowledged before Stiles Carpenter, 
notary public for Davis county, Iowa. Then power 
of attorney was given by David Beck to Sylvanus 
Hook of Hocking county, Ohio, and he in turn trans- 
ferred the above mentioned 120 acrécs to James 
Moore the same year, 1851, consideratoin $300. 


Chillicothe was the former place of record for 
land transfers, but records were transferred ‘to 
Logan. Chillicothe is the county seat of Ross 
county, 


The 120 acres which seem to have been the 
home place were in 1937, owned and occupied by 
Lillie B. Bone living on the east 80 and Tom 
Amerine owned the west 40. They are grandchil- 
dren of Thomas Burns who in the 50’s or early days 
acquired 1000 or more acres in this vicinity and 
later parceled it out to his children. The 80 where 
Lillie Bone lives was given to her mother, one of 
the Burns children. She said that at first her father 
lived on the forty west of the Beck 80 and south 
of the Beck 40, but the log house there is torn 
down and she remembers of them telling of build- 
ing on the present site. She had lived there 63 
years, her age. Tom Amerine said he never heard 
of any other home site on the Beck land than the 
one where Mrs. Bone lives and he believed that 
must have been the original home site as he re- 
membered of them telling of his aunt living there 
while her husband was in the war. Amerine lives 
on land cornering the southwest corner of the 
northwest Beck 40, having a considerable acreage 
including the Beck northwest 40. He had no recol- 
lection of ever hearing the name Beck, nor did Mrs. 
Bone. He tried to find some old deeds but did not 
locate them. 


The farm was reached by driving south from 
Logan on No,. 75, then west on No. 56 to Ash cave 
park and national forest. This is about two miles 
from the Beck land, a beautiful place, a huge cave 
with overhanging rock where the Indians made 
their fires and accumulated great heaps of ashes, 
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thus the name, It is'at the head of a ravine, oi, 
in ferns and moss, with a great wall of rock. It. 
is now visited by many tourists. A visitor secn 
had ridden to it on horseback 45 years ago when he 
said the approach was wild. 


We turned in at a side road just west of the 
park to go to the farm. It led up a ravine, over 
hills, through woods, a one way road, with only 
one or two car tracks showing for a mile or so. 
Then we came out to a farm house, and found Mrs. 
Bone there waiting for the rural mail. It had 


not come yet but she said she got what she ex- 


pected and would come a few days later for other 
mail. She lived across the fields about a mile. 
She rode back with us around the highway which 
was about four miles. We forded several streams 
with gravel bottoms and water in them. A mile 
or so before we reached the farm we turned in the 
left and drove up a ravine, crossing it back and 
forth, at times on merely a trail through the trees, 
rocky in places. We emerged into more open 
country a half mile west of the Beck home siie. 
The home stcod atop a high hill overlooking very 
rough country. It would be difficult to find any- 
thing so rough in Cracker’s Neck or Soap Creek. 
Where they could have farmed seemed something 
of a mystery, though Mrs, Bone said she had about 
seven acres of cern, There w3s much brush and 
timber. Back of the house about 50 rods was the 
county line, and an old rail fence, likewise about 
the same distance to the east. The farm yard lots 
were fenced with rails. There was some wire 


_ fence along the highway. There were several out- 


buildings, mostly of logs, some boarded up. The 
house was old and weather beaten, but fairly 
zommodious, old native board floors. The well had 
a windlass, standing near the back door. 


Mrs. Bone said she didn’t get away much in 
winter time, got her supplies in the fall, that the 
roads were bad and sometimes snow blocked for 
a long time. Driving from there to Chillicothe, 
which seems to have been the principal trading 
place in the Beck diys, we found it about 25 or 
30 miles by way of Laurelville. There was a 


.shorter way, but not .so well improved roads 


Chillicothe is in another county now, but in the 
days the Becks lived there must have been the 
main trading point. 


David Beck is believed to have gone to this: 


farm about 1839, with wife and children Sarah and 
David. The others, Lewis, George, Jennie, Louisa 
and Lydia were born in Hocking county. 


It must have been a laborious task to move 
to Hocking county from the Petcrsburgh vicinity, 


or Mercer: county, Pennsylvania. All eastern and 


southern Ohio is very hilly. They ‘probably fcund 
bigger and better hills in Hocking county than 
where they came from, but otherwise it does not 
appear so desirable or prosperous. They made no 
mistake in leaving it for Iowa, and it is a marked 
contrast that they went from this rough, timber 
covered place to one of the levelest and most 
fertile farms In. Iowa,
